|About Food Poisoning 


; In view of a recent outbreak 
of food poisoning in a Roscommon 
+County private camp when 15 
‘people were made seriously ill, 
i the local Health Department urges 
'all citizens to make a_ careful 
check on sanitation conditions be- 


in food and drink establishments. 

Warning that persons who dine 
and drink out are top subjects for 
infections and food poisoning, the 
Department-advises that by glanc- 
ing at windows, looking at the 
menu, stepping into the wash 
roonr and by observing the wait- 


of a drink or food establishment's 
health potentiak- «--~- cd 

Other pertient aspects are: A 
window with a greasy haze means 
poor ventilation and that food is 
being fried at too high a itemper- 
ature. In small restaurants long 
menus featuring wide varieties of 
foods indicate many items are left 
overs,--which are dangerous be- 
cause they are likely to'be poorly 
stored and poorly refrigerated. 
Establishments having dirty wash 
rooms practically always have dir 
ty kitchens. If employees use the 
washrooms and no svap is pro- 
vided, leave immediately. Employ 
ees who.neglect to wash thorugh- 
ly can spread dysentery and other 
diseases. The washroorns should 
be clean, well lighted, and pro- 
vided with liquid or powdered 
soap and towels. 

Waiters should be checked from 
head to foot. Be sure they don't 
smoke on the job. See that they 
have clean uniforms. See, that 
they bring, your food on a tray 
instead of stacking the dishes.
